1 1 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 1954. 

AMENDMENT 

For the existing clause (b) of Bye-law 157-A the fol- 
lowing shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(b) If the seller does not issue delivery order for 
the fulfilment of his outstanding sale transactions by the 
last tender day of the delivery period, the seller shall 
pay damages equivalent to the difference between the 
rate of the previous clearing or the rate of the contract 
(whichever is applicable) and the due date rate provided 
the due date rate is higher than the rate of the previous 
clearing or the rate of the contract. The seller shall 
also pay penalty as prescribed in Bye-law 101, provided 
the amount of the said penalty does not exceed the 
amount equivalent to the difference between the due 
date rate and the maximum rate fixed, In case the 
amount of penalty prescribed under Bye-law 101 exceeds 
the difference between the due date rate and the maxi- 
mum rate fixed the penalty payable shall be equivalent 
to (he difference between the due date rate and the 
maximum rate fixed. 

If the seller has issued delivery order without any 
goods to tender against the same or the seller or bis 
Muccadam or his agent does not give delivery of the 
goods, the buyer shall act in accordance with other Bye- 
laws, and shall be entitled to a penalty of Rs. 8.80 per 
100 kg. in respect of groundnut oil.”

All such ‘Kachi Rahis* 
shall be maintained by the broker for a mini- 
mum period of one year from the date on 
which the transactions have been entered into. 
23-B. A broker shall not enter into any con- 
tract except on the instructions of and for a 
trading member.’* 

II. In Bye-law 34, clause (k) shall be reworded as 
clause (1) and the following clause shall be inserted as 
clause (k), viz-, 

“(k) If he fails to comply with the provisions 
of any of the Bye-laws 23, 23-A and 23-B.”
